The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
amendments have effectively overcome the previously relied upon prior art rejection. The 
previous Office action relied upon Mine et al. (US Pat. 5,872,170) as an obviousness-type prior 
art reference under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). However, Applicants amendments and arguments 
overcome this prior art rejection. Specifically, Mine et al. teaches compounds bearing 
resemblance to formulae (Ai) and (A 3 ) (see compounds at 17:40 and 17:50 of Mine et al). 
However, as taught by Mine et al, "m" can be a positive number. In other words, Mine et al. 
does not teach any criticality regarding the value of "m". However, Applicants have shown in 
their working examples that when employing silicone oils where m is 15 (example 6) or greater 
(other working examples), a homogeneous conductive silicone grease results. When employing 
silicone oils where m is equal to 3 (Comparative example 2), a heterogeneous conductive grease

is the result. The preferred value for "m" as exemplified by Mine et al. is 3 (the same as what is 
employed in comparative example 2 of the instant specification). Therefore, Applicants have 
shown criticality in the number of repeat units of the silicone oils employed. Mine et al. is 
believed to represent the closest prior art.
